The Best Practice 


In Potato Culture 


Potatoes ,owing to the demands of I) 


our Allies for wheat, should occupy a 
very prominent position as an article 
of human food. It behooves al] who 
grow them to endeayor to secure as 
great a yield as possjble from any area 
since the shortage of labor curtails 
any very increased acreage. r 

From experiments condueted at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, a number of conclusions have 
been drawn which it is hoped may be 
of value not only to the farmer, but 
also to the townsman who grows a 
small patch of tubers in his back yard. 

From May 15th to May 30th, gener- 
ally speaking, is the best time to plant 
potatoes. Those planted earlier than 
this do not yield much, if any, heavi- 
er, while they run a greater chance of 
rotting during a cold spring, or of be- 
ing frozen if they apear above the 
ground’ too carly. . Planting a month 
later than the time recommended has 
réduced the yield one hundred and 
ninety-three bushels per acre.Seed 
sprouted in the sunlight for a couple 
of weeks until short, green sprouts 
apear at he eyes, has given an earlier 
and heavier crop than has ordinary 
planting. This method can be recom- 
mended to those who have a limited 
area and desire to raise a maximum 
crop? It has been found that cuttings 


with three eyes from sound, medium- | 


sized tubers give the best results. Ru- 


ther poor yields may be expected from | 


the use of, small potatoes for seed, 
and a large proportion of the crop is 
fund to consist of small, unmarketable 
tubers. A-system of selecting and 
planting only the best healthy pota- 
toes is bound to give the greatest 
yields during a number of years.
